Henry Ford's battle with the NRA 
moved another step nearer a final 
solution today when it was learned 
that briefs and affidavits charging

Recovery Administrator Hugh R. 
Johnson, by the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. 


Behind the charges brought, by 


the A. F. of L., are seen concerted 
efforts by the government and the 
Federation of Labor, 
to 
exclude 


Ford and his products from fur- 
ther benefits of federal contract 
awards. Ford won his first bat- 
tle and was given a contract for 
500 trucks when Comptroller Gen- 
eral McCarl ruled Ford would have 
to be proved a violator of the auto- 
mobile rode before he could be dis- 
qualified. 


Details of the e.harges were not 


revealed, but they 
concern 
the 


manner in which Ford has dealt 
with Strikers since they walked out 
of assembly plants at Chester. Pa.,
